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TO THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES: 1 

The Committee on Corrections and Institutions to which was referred 2 

Senate Bill No. 338 entitled “An act relating to justice reinvestment” 3 

respectfully reports that it has considered the same and recommends that the 4 

House propose to the Senate that the bill be amended by striking out all after 5 

the enacting clause and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 6 

* * * Findings and Purpose * * * 7 

Sec. 1.  FINDINGS AND PURPOSE 8 

(a)  The General Assembly finds:  9 

(1)  Almost 80 percent of sentenced Department of Corrections 10 

admissions are for people returned or revoked from furlough, parole, and 11 

probation, primarily driven by furlough violators. 12 

(2)  Nearly one-half of Vermont’s sentenced prison population at the end 13 

of FY 2019 consisted of people who were returned from community 14 

supervision, primarily furlough.  15 

(3)  Nearly 80 percent of furlough returns to incarceration are due to 16 

technical violations rather than new crime offenses. 17 

(4)  A decrease of 106–135 people would represent an 8–10 percent drop 18 

in the sentenced incarceration population and could mean a 40–50 percent 19 

reduction in the out-of-state contract population. 20 
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(5)  Revocations and returns from supervision are driving a large share of 1 

prison admissions, and limited funding leaves large numbers of high-risk 2 

people without the programs and services they need to succeed in the 3 

community.  4 

(6)  Over the last three years, the average annual proportion of 5 

admissions to sentenced incarceration that were people returning or being 6 

revoked from furlough, parole, and probation was 78 percent. 7 

(7)  Vermont incarcerates more people than current facilities can 8 

accommodate and that incarceration population is growing. 9 

(b)  The purpose of this act is to: 10 

(1)  Improve public safety in Vermont, while creating immediate 11 

opportunities to reduce recidivism and achieve long-term savings by reducing 12 

contract bed needs significantly.  13 

(2)  Make evidence-based programming available to individuals 14 

transitioning back into the community in order to support their transition and 15 

reduce violations, revocations, and reincarceration. 16 

(3)  Streamline the furlough system to eliminate multiple furlough 17 

statuses without limiting the availability of supervision within the community 18 

for inmates.  19

§ 7031.  FORM OF SENTENCES; MAXIMUM AND MINIMUM TERMS 3 

(a)  When a respondent is sentenced to any term of imprisonment, other 4 

than for life, the court imposing the sentence shall not fix the term of 5 

imprisonment, unless the term is definitely fixed by statute, but shall establish 6 

a maximum and may establish a minimum term for which the respondent may 7 

be held in imprisonment.  The maximum term shall not be more than the 8 

longest term fixed by law for the offense of which the respondent is convicted, 9 

and the minimum term shall be not less than the shortest term fixed by law for 10 

the offense.  If the court suspends a portion of the sentence, the unsuspended 11 

portion of the sentence shall be the minimum term of sentence solely for the 12 

purpose of any reductions of term for good behavior as set forth in 28 V.S.A. 13 

§ 811.  A sentence shall not be considered fixed as long as the maximum and 14 

minimum terms are not identical. 15 

(b)  The sentence of imprisonment of any person convicted of an offense 16 

shall commence to run from the date on which the person is received at the 17 

correctional facility for service of the sentence.  The court shall give the person 18 

credit toward service of his or her sentence for any days spent in custody as 19 

follows: 20 
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(1)  The period of credit for concurrent and consecutive sentences shall 1 

include all days served from the date of arraignment or the date of the earliest 2 

detention for the offense, whichever occurs first, and end on the date of the 3 

sentencing.  Only a single credit shall be awarded in cases of consecutive 4 

sentences, and no credit for one period of time shall be applied to a later 5 

period. 6 

(2)  In sentencing a violation of probation, the court shall give the person 7 

credit for any days spent in custody from the time the violation is filed or the 8 

person is detained on the violation, whichever occurs first, until the violation is 9 

sentenced.

(a)  The Department may extend the limits of the place of confinement of an 15 

offender at any correctional facility if the offender agrees to comply with such 16 

conditions of supervision the Department, in its sole discretion, deems 17 

appropriate for that offender’s furlough.  The Department may authorize a 18 

temporary furlough for a defined period for any of the following reasons: 19 

(1)  To visit a critically ill relative. 20 

(2)  To attend the funeral of a relative. 21 
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(3)  To obtain medical services. 1 

(4)  To contact prospective employers. 2
